Mining Machinery for Japan. 

A shoré time ago a foundry company in 
San Francisco received from Japan an or- 
des for a ten-stamp crushing mill and amal- 
gamating appliances. The company has 
sipce shipped a ten-stamp quartz-mill com- 
plete to fill the order. The motive power 
is 8 large overshot wheel, built by Japan- 
ese workmen. The process, which was 
selected by a French gentleman in Japan, 
who studied mining in Friedbarg, Ger- 
many, isthe dryone known as the Ger- 
mean bath process. Theore wil! be crushed 
in s ten-stamp baiiery of the most im- 
proved pattern, with cast-iron columns 
and head-pieces. All is irom exeept the 
guide-pieces for the stem-picces and the 
butting-blocks. 

The Japancee are said to have quartz 
mines as valuable as any in the world, but 
their superstitions lead them to work these 
sources of wealth in a very unproductive 
manner. They take only as much ballion 
from them as is necessary for revenue, and 
the mines are entirely controlied by the 
Government. They have an aversion to 
working in any place where the sun does 
not reach them, and it fs said that when 
the mines fill with water, as is the case 
every rainy season, they use no mechanical 
appliances for getting rid of the water, but 
bail it out by hand.
